Clarification of a charge that Sierra Madreans are “paying 
twice" for education of seventh and eighth grade pupils—locally 
and to Pasadena—was made this week by the Chamber of Com 
merce following a meeting of the Sierra Madre Property Owneru 
Association. 

The charge of double costs 
was made by Bruce V. Reagan 
candidate for the 


Sierra Madre Elementary School 
District, including the seventh 
and eighth grades, is $132 a 
year, the Chamber said. In th« 
Pasadena Elementary School Dis 
trlct this per student cost i.) 
$130.34, and in the Pasadena. 
High School District, of which 
Sierra Madre is a pari, it is 
$229.31. 

“Actually, Sierra Madre saves 
money on these students at thi s 
time, because Pasadena is paid 
on the average pupil cost in the 
Sierra Madre School—not on the 
basis of the average pupil cost 
of Pasadena which is consider, 
ably higher for the high school 
grade level,” the Chamber ex¬ 
plained. 

Credence can be given to Rea¬ 
gan’s statement only in the light 
o'' capital outlay duplication, 
and this duplication would cxis: 
only if classroom space desig 
nated for seventh and eighth 
grades only were provided in 
Sierra Madre, the Chamber said.

The Chamber of Commerce 
pointed out, however, that Rea¬ 
gan’s genera t i /. a lions about 
"paying twice” for seventh and 
eighth grades were not substan¬ 
tially based on fact.
